Claims 1 -3, 5-8, 1 0-1 7, 19-21, 25-33 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest communication means for 
communicating said default preferences data records to said t least one device, wherein 
a first one of said default preference data records is associated with a first set of 
configuration preferences for said at least one device and a second one of said default 
preference data records is associated with a second set of configuration preferences for 
said at least one device, as detailed in independent claims 1,11, and 1 4 that argued by 
Applicant in the response received on April 16, 2008, page 10, third paragraph.
